The big jump, however, is to be 
in individual sales which this time 
Lave been set at $20,000,000 for E 
Bonds, as against $12,000,000 in the 
6th, an increase of 66% per cent 
coupled with the sale of other se- 
curities to individuals amounting to

NEW CHAIN LETTER 
SCHEME NOT LAWFUL 

A. new and fraudulent “ehain 
letter” scheme has een disclosed 
to be operating in New Ingiand. 
Apparently it is a revival of the 
cain Idtter rackei that formerly 
inVolved the transmission of coitis, 
but which now plays upon the pa- 
tilotic needs of the country for the 
sale of War Savings Stamps. 

Tennyson Jefferson, Post Office 
Inspector in charge of the New 
Iunglind Division states that these 
“chain letters’ are violations of 
Sections 601 and 2350, Postal Laws 
and Regulations of 1940, since they 
are designed for the distribution of 
a thing of value, i. e. War Savitigs 
Stamps: they are held to embrace 
the élements of a lottery, and al= 
so to be fraudulent. 

Mr Jefferosn ftirther added tliat 
réciplents of these War Savings 
Stamp chain lettérs are informed 
that the moveirent meets with the 
approval of the War Finaiice Com- 
mittee and the Post Office Départ+ 
mént. These statements are false. 
Neither thé Post Office Depart- 
mént not the War Finatite Cori- 
mittee of the Treasiity Department 
has, at any tite, sanctioned the 
chain letter proniotion of War Sav- 
ings Stamps. The public are tirged 
Hot to pirticipate in these unlaw- 
fil scheries which invariably are 
Hot sponsored by any patriotic niv- 
tive. eee

RELEASES AND DISCHARGE OF 
SERVICE PERSONNEL 

During, the past week the Army 
and Nayy have released new reg- 
ulations governing the discharge of 
men an@ women from United 
Stutes service forces. In both the 
Army and Navy the service men 
and women will apply direct to 
their Commanding Officers for re- 
lease, for inactive duty, and for 
final discharge. Under this pro- 
cedure it will not be necessary for 
parents and relatives at home to 
Write the members of their Con- 
sressional Delegations for assis- 
tance or for the dispateh of such 
ARMY ‘ENLIST 

. ISTED PERS 
DISCHARGE voice 

A soldier is eligible for‘ discharge 
under the army’s partial demobili- 
zation Plan upon a point system 
in which he must register at least 
85 credit points (this may be re- 
duced later) based upon the length | 
of total service, overseas and com+- 
bat duty, decorations, wounds and 
parenthood. Combat duty and par- 
enthood will get first consideration 
under a plan. providing for the 
discharge of 1,300,000 men within 
the next 12 months. Discharges un- 
der this point system will begin to 
issue about June ist. Immediate 
eligibility, however, does not in- 
sure immediate discharge. The} 
Army holds that any man even, 
though he has enough credits for 
a discharge will be kept in the 
service if his work is deemed vital 
lo the war effort against Japan. 

Here is how a soldier's points 
will be figured: 

One point for each month of 
service since September 16, 1940. 

One point for each month of ov- 
crseas service since that same date 
computed from departure from a 
United States port and return, 

Five points for each battle par- 
ticipation star. 

Five points for each wound. 

live points for each decoration. 
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Discharge

and procedure relating to release,

Enlisted personnel may submit 
official request to their Commiati- 
ing Officers for expedited consid- 
eration on the ground of @ependen- 
ey of a member of their family for 
financial assistance or care, In- 
formation on this s¢ore will te 
available to them at thelr station 
of duty wherever they may be. 
The important thing is to contact 
their Commanding Officers and 
follow instructions, During the ex- 
istence of a state of war with Ja- 
pan where there is urgent. 
reed for personnel in the Navy, 
requests for release or discharge 
in the Navy will generally be dis- 
approved except in dependency 
cases of extreme urgency. 

Each application must be sup- 
ported by at least two affidavits as 
fo the necessity of discharge or 
release, on of which must be from 
the dependent concerned. 
OFFICER DISCHARGE 


There still exists a critical need 
for combat and seagoing officers 
in the Navy, the Marine Corps and 
the Coast Guard and this need 
will continue until the war with 
Japan is, successfully concluded. 
Vhis means that there can be no 
large scale Gemobilizgation of Naval 
officer personnel. Applications for 
return to or retention in the con- 
tinental United States must be filed 
by the serviceman himself or his 
immediate family. A request from 
an individual tor duty in the cor- 
tinental United States under this 
new policy must be submitted 
through his Gommanding Officer 
to the Chief of Naval Personnel 
for Navy men an@ women to the 
Commandant of the United States 
Marine Corps for Marine Corps 
personnel and to the Commandant 
of the United States Coast Guard 
for Coast Guard personnel, 

Subject to the reeds of the ser- 
vice the Navy will consider appli- 
cations for discharges from enlist-

OFFICER DISCHARGE 

Officers need the same number 
of points as enlisted men but there 
is less chance of their being dis- 
charged, They have recelved long- 
er training and possess specialized 
skills and so their eligibility under 
the point system will be subordi- 
nated to the need. of officers in the 
war agninst Japan. 

All men serving anywhere out- 
side the continental United States 
ure considered in overseas service.

A letter recently received by Dt 
and Mts S S Greenleaf from. their 
son, Cpl Robert Greenleaf tells of 
conditions in Germaty which were 
pictured in news magazines recent- 
ly. ; ; 

Soméwhere in Germany 
April 4, 1945 
Dear All— 

Um sitting in the sttidy of the 
home of a wealthy member of the 
NS DAP, the Nazi Party. Um 
siirrotirided by bookshelves lined 
With stich literature as, “Dr Joseph 
Goebels,” “Mein Kampf," “Mit Hit- 
ler in Western,” “Der Fuhrer in 
Weimar,” and cotititless others. 

We are living in apartnient hoti- 
ses now. Lt Lovan and I occiipy 
a five room apartment with bath. 
Art Cowart and Lew Brown have 
gore ott to “eotifiscate’ a few 
fidios as we lave the rare luxury

Marines may be killers, but 
they’re also just as sentimental ‘as 
anybody else. 

There is one pleasant boy in our 
company that I had talked with but 
didn’t have any little incident ‘o 
write about him, so didn’t put his 
name down, The morning I left the 
company and was saying goodby al] 
around, I could sense that he wanted 
to tell me something, so I hung 
around until it came out.

This marine was Corp. Robert 
Kingan of Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio. He 
has been a marine for 13 months 
and over here 11 months.

It was a V letter written in a child- 
ish scrawl and said: ‘Hello, Daddy, 
Iam Karen Louise, I was born Feb- 
ruary 25 at four minutes after nine.
